Police say arson was 
cause of huge blaze 
at Asmall Primary

A FIRE at Ormskirk’s Asmall Primary which 
forced the school to close its doors on Friday 
and at the start of this week after it was 
“significantly damaged” is being treated as 
arson by police. 

Six fire engines were called to the blaze at the 
school on Tennyson Drive in Ormskirk at 7.30pm 
on Thursday, June 17. 

A fundraiser set up by parents and people con- 
nected with the school has already raised more 
than £8,000. 

A loud bang was reported by residents before the 
blaze started. The building was well alight when 
firefighters arrived at the scene and huge flames 
could be seen coming from the school. 

No-one was injured in the incident. 

Lancashire Fire Service reported that the fire was 
under control by 9.30pm, but firefighters 
remained at the scene to dampen down any hot 
spots.

Police said a “significant amount” of the building 
has been damaged and work is currently ongoing to 
ensure it is safe. 

They added they are now working alongside Lan- 
cashire Fire and Rescue Service to establish the 
cause of the fire and it is currently being treated as 
arson. 

No arrests have been made at this stage and 
detectives are asking people to check their CCTV or 
dashcam footage to see if they have captured any- 
one acting suspiciously in the area before or after 
the fire took place. 

Michelle Speak, headteacher of Asmall Primary 
School, wrote on the school’s website on June 20: 
“We have asked the children to stay at home on 
Monday and Tuesday whilst we make the necessary 
arrangements for the rest of the term. 

“Families are being regularly updated via our 
school app Class Dojo. 

Thank you to the whole Ormskirk community for 
your messages of support and the donations we 


have received in the last two days. It is overwhelm- 
ing.” 

She added: “This is a difficult time and we're 
working with our staff, students and the wider 
school community to support people. We have a 
strong school community and will get through this 
together.” 

DS Elizabeth Martin from Lancashire Police said: 
“This fire has had devastating impact on the school 
and the local community as a whole and we are 
working to establish the exact cause of it. 

“We have already made a number of enquiries and 
we are now asking the public to come forward if 
they witnessed anything or have any mobile phone, 
CCTV or dashcam footage which could assist our 
investigation. We are particularly keen to obtain 
footage from before and after the time smoke star- 
ted to appear from the building. We would also like 
footage which shows anybody acting suspiciously 
in the area.”

Sign Language Bill | 
before Parliament | 


Acknowledging BSL as a language is a simple, principled step towards 
ensuring the needs of deaf people who rely on their language are met...’ 


THE borough’s MP Rosie Cooper MP 
has introduced a Private Members Bill, 
the ‘British Sign Language Bill’ which 
will debated in Parliament. 

The British Sign Language (BSL) Bill 
will declare BSL an official language of 
the United Kingdom and provide for a 
BSL Council that will be able to promote 
and advise on matters relating to the lan- 
guage. 

Ms Cooper has named January 28, 
2022 at the date for the second reading 
of her Bill in Parliament. 

Rosie Cooper MP said: “As the daughter 
of profoundly deaf parents, BSL is my 
first language. I know first-hand the dif- 
ficulty that deaf people face every day. 
So often they are ignored, misunder- 
stood or have to fight for attention. 

“Acknowledging BSL as a language is a 
simple, principled step towards ensuring 
the needs of deaf people who rely on 
their language are met, and met cor- 
rectly. Similar pieces of legislation have 
been passed and made a positive impact 
in Scotland and New Zealand. 

“I am hopeful that the benefits of this 
Bill will be clear to the Government and 
that they will do what they can to sup- 
port its passage through Parliament.” 

David Buxton, from the British Deaf 
Association and Lead Trustee for the 
BDAs BSL Act Now! Campaign, added: 
“We are absolutely delighted that Rosie

supports our work and is bringing this 
Bill forward. As a sign language user her- 
self from a Deaf family, Rosie shares and 
understands our lived experiences and 
knows the barriers we face. 

“We will continue to work with Rosie to 
achieve a legal status for BSL- 
something the Deaf Community has

been waiting for many, many, years. 
Only then will we have equality, access 
and provision for our language and our 
needs.” 

Ms Cooper was among the 20 Members 
lucky enough to have been drawn in this 
year’s Private Members Bill Ballot. 

The successful MPs introduced their 
chosen bills on the fifth sitting Wednes- 
day of the session, on June 16. It is up to 
the Members themselves to decide on 
their bill’s topic.

The incident happened at 
around 12.15pm when the 
rider, 20, from Liverpool col- 
lided with a signpost, on the 
approach to the Four Lane 
Ends Roundabout from the 
direction of the A570 Orm- 
skirk Road. 

He suffered serious injuries 
and was initially taken to Ain- 
tree Hospital, however, he 
was pronounced dead a short 
time later. 

The rider has been named 
locally as Josh Daly from 
Melling. 

He worked at the Scotch 
Piper in Lydiate and his col- 
leagues paid the following 
tribute to him on the pub’s 


Facebook page: “Many of you 
will have already heard the 
very sad news that yesterday, 
Josh Daly, a member of our 
staff family, tragically lost his 
life after a motorcycle acci- 
dent near Ormskirk. 

“Anyone who ever met Josh 
will remember him for his 
infectious smile and his genu- 
ine enthusiasm for whatever 
the subject matter. 

“He will be greatly missed by 
everyone at the Scotch Piper; 
staff and customers alike and 
will forever be in our hearts. 

“Our thoughts now are with 
his family who have our deep- 
est sympathy and who should 
know that we are here for 
them to help in any way we 
can.”

was closed on Saturday for

When there Niall helped tend to the 
woman and get her off the cold floor. 
He stayed with her while her hus- 
band went to raise the alarm and call 
the emergency services. 

Niall stayed until the emergency 
services arrived but, sadly, the 
woman died. Days later the young- 
ster went down to the riverbank and 
picked some flowers and took them 
to the woman’s husband to help con- 
sole him after his loss. Niall was 
nominated for the award by the 
woman’s grandson. 

A spokesman for Lancashire Police 
said: “Niall’s behaviour, maturity and 
selflessness has touched so many of 
us here at Lancashire Police and we 
really believe he is an absolute star 
and a very worthy Little Hero.”

Liam Quane’s first book is called 
Road to Juneau, and the author now 
has more ideas for further publica- 
tions.

He is an aspiring stage 
actor and experienced draft-dodger, 
Dan struggles to find his place within 
the Utopic rebuild of New York City. 

When he’s not caught up with the 
duties of work, Dan lives a quiet life 
in mourning for his mother, Dyani, 
who went missing when he was just 
a teenager. 

One night, Dan experiences a vivid,

terrifying nightmare that puts him 
right on the front lines of the war for 
which he dodged the draft.

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Youths put lives at risk at 
dangerous village quarry 


POLICE have released a startling picture of youths ‘playing’ 
at East Quarry in Appley Bridge. 

Their activities at the site of the closed quarry led to a recent dis- 
persal zone being introduced in the area in an attempt to clear 
such gatherings. 

Two teenagers have died at the quarry since 1999, including 
Miracle Godson, 14, who jumped into the quarry and drowned. 


The Champion wrote about the recent gathering, which took 
place on the weekend of June 12, June 13, last week. On releas- 
ing the picture, below left, police chiefs in West Lancashire 
wrote: “Do you know where your child was this weekend? We 
saw hundreds of young people putting their lives at risk - as 
shown by this photo we took. 

“We know the nice weather makes it appealing to cool down in 


the quarry but are they aware of the dangers? 

“There is industrial piping and other equipment 
hidden beneath the water, the temperature change 
of jumping into cold water when your body is hot 
initiates a gasp response which can cause you to 
drown within seconds of entering the water, plus 
drinking alcohol (as some of these young people were) 
not only dehydrates you but causes your reactions 
to be delayed. 

“We know young people want to enjoy themselves, 
but we are appealing to parents because we care. 

“We don’t want to be the officers calling at your 
address to pass on the awful news that something 
terrible has happened to your child.”

A UNIQUE type of social care which has 
helped change the lives of people, 
including two women from 
Skelmersdale, is being highlighted this 
week. 

Adele Henshaw, 44, and Esther Parry, 
36, struggle to live independently because 
of their disabilities, however, they have 
been able to live together as a family 
thanks to Margaret Long. 

Margaret is a Shared Lives carer with 
Lancashire County Council and shares her 
home with Esther and Adele. 

Shared Lives is a unique caring arrange- 
ment. It enables more than 14,000 people 
across Britain with a learning or physical 
disability, mental ill health, dementia or 
other ongoing needs, to share their carer’s 
home and family life. 

Carers also support with a range of 
tasks, such as cooking and cleaning, sup- 
porting with employment and education 
and arranging holidays and trips out.

She showed me what to eat and what not 
to eat. 

“She helps me discover new hobbies and 
I love the different activities we get 
involved in.”

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Clinical lead backs 
Cervical Screening 
Awareness Week 


NHS West Lancashire Clinical Commissioning 
Group (CCG) is encouraging those aged 25 to 64 
to have cervical screening to reduce their risk of 
developing cervical cancer. 

The test detects human papillomavirus (HPV) and 
signs of early abnormal cells. 

Dr Jack Kinsey, a local GP and GP clinical lead for 
cancer at NHS West Lancashire CCG, said: “Cervical 
cancer affects around 3,000 people in the UK every 
year. 

“Being screened significantly reduces the risk of 
developing cervical cancer so it’s really important 
to make an appointment when invited. 

“Spotting and treating signs of cervical cancer at 
an early stage is key to successful treatment, so 
being screened is not only very important, it saves 
lives.” 

Five million are invited for cervical cancer screen- 
ing each year in the UK but many do not attend. 


The best way to protect yourself from cervical can- 
cer is by attending cervical screening when invited. 

People who are registered at a local GP practice 
will receive a screening invitation letter in the post 
with information about how to book their appoint- 
ment. 

Dr Kinsey continues: “Those aged 25 to 49 are 
offered screening every three years and 50 to 64- 
year-olds are every five years. When it's time for 
your next screening, you should be sent a letter 
inviting you to make an appointment. 

“It's quick, simple and getting screened regularly 
helps find HPV early and abnormal cell changes 
before they become cancerous. 

“Contact your GP if you think you may be overdue 
a test. Screening appointments can now be made 
with practice nurses and if it’s more convenient you 
can also book to have your screening with the 
seven-day GP service that operates evenings and 
weekends. 

“These tests are one of the most important things 
you can do to protect yourself from the risk of cer- 
vical cancer.”

Doc’s consulatation by 
phone was a Lifesaver 


Thave a very different experience 
of GP telephone consultations. 

Telephone appointments must 
be the new norm if we are to get 
past the point of people making 
appointments and then not 
attending. 

Missed GP appointments cost 
us all both financially and from a 
health perspective and is a huge 
waste of money for the NHS. 

My own experience, and my 
husband’s of the telephone ser- 
vice with my GP in Parbold is 
that it is much quicker, very safe 
and very efficient. 

My husband has a serious prob- 
lem that was resolved safely by 
being referred to a consultant 
very speedily; indeed, much 
more quickly than with the old 
system. 

In my own experience tele- 
phone consultations have been a 
life safer. 

I sent a photo from my phone 
to my GP to ascertain what was 
wrong with me. I was then seen 
by a specialist consultant at a 
hospital and the problem 
resolved. 

GPs have to deal with a huge 
work load and telephone con- 
sultations are simply more 
efficient. Of course patients need 
to be seen face-to-face and the 
GP is expert enough to make that 
decision. In the future there will 
be both telephone and face-to- 


face and this makes sound eco- 
nomic sense. 

As a retired senior lecturer in 
nursing, I can say from personal 
experience and from research, 
that telephone appointments 
ensured I was seen more quickly 
by a consultant in the hospital 
and, joy of joys, without initially 
having to leave the comfort of 
my own home. 

It was great to be assessed by 
phone and then referred super 
quickly for a face-to-face 
appointment with the consultant 
when things were deemed seri- 
ous. 

Think how important it is to get 
an early diagnosis. Imagine when 
you have to haul young children 
on a bus with a buggy in tow, 
and or take time off work. No 
wonder there are so many ‘Did 
Not Attend’ (DNAs) appoint- 
ments that are costing our 
wonderful NHS very dear 
indeed. 

Telephone consultations must 
be here to stay and to help our 
incredible NHS work efficiently. 
They fit well within our age of 
improved telecommunications. 

I say, that based on my personal 
and professional experiences, 
GP’s are able to use the techno- 
logy safely.

Any abuse by patients towards surgery staff 
is caused through desperation to see a GP 


In response to ‘GPs are doing their level best to 
provide high quality health care’. (Champion Let- 
ters, June 9) 

I disagree with Doctor Jon Clarkson and I was 
furious when I read his letter. The vaccination pro- 
gramme is run nationwide, not just by him and 
should not have an impact on patient care. 

The hospitals are overrun because GPs don’t want 
to be first port of call anymore. 

If hospital staff, people administrating vaccina- 
tions and many more professions can come face-to- 
face to help people, why not GPs? 

My Mum’s breathing deteriorated so my Dad 
phoned the surgery asking if my mum could see a 
GP. No joy. About a week later, my mum was so 
desperate, she phoned and told them she was hav- 
ing difficulty breathing and needed an 
appointment. This is where the care should kick 
in. 

The receptionist, after hearing she couldn't 
breathe properly, offered her a phone consulta- 
tion... in SIX days time! 


My mum couldnt cope so we took her to A&E, 
and after being assessed she was put on oxygen 
straight away and told she had a chest infection 
and was kept in hospital overnight. Her condition 
could have been treated with antibiotics weeks 
earlier but turned to pneumonia. 

Doctor Clarkson says GP surgery staff are being 
abused. Well it is probably through frustration and 
desperation because patients arent being listened 
to. 

My mum is not forceful or pushy so she was left 
for days without being able to see a GP. If she had 
been forceful, she would have been deemed abus- 
ive. 

As for your comment ‘General practice is the front 
door to the NHS - there is no need to kick it down.’ 
We wouldn't have to kick it down, if it was open. 

When do the doors open and the care and high 
quality return. Or maybe you (Doctor Jon Clarkson) 
think that what happened to our mum was deemed 
acceptable.

Think hard before being critical of doctors 


I work as an advanced nurse 
practitioner at a very busy 
town centre surgery. 

In my experience patients, on 
the whole, have taken to the 
telephone triage calls very pos- 
itively and triage calls are not 
a new phenomenon as many 
GP practices were already 
doing this pre-pandemic. 

Positives mentioned by 
patients, include a reduction 
in unnecessary travel to sur- 
gery for results, minor 
ailments and for many 
patients who cannot take time 


away from work who could 
potentially lose pay. Triage is 
performed by the ambulance 
service, 111 services so the 
public should be very used to 
telephone triage prior to being 
invited to a face-to-face 
appointment. 

We also have a camera and 
can do remote face-to-face 
consultations and patients can 
send pictures through for a 
clinician to review certain con- 
ditions. 

We are doing 25-40 calls a 
day and seeing 10-15 face-to- 


face patients 
daily. 

Triage is a clinical question- 
ing structure and depending 
on answers/responses, the 
clinicians seek any red flags 
that require a face-to-face for 
examination. 

We are working harder than 
ever to protect the public and 
save lives in the most stressful 
and demanding time in the 
NHS history. 

So give us a break and think 
hard before being critical.

RESIDENTS are being asked for their views on 
Lancashire’s highways and transport 
services... from the condition of roads and 
footpaths to the quality of cycling facilities. 

Their answers will be com- 
pared with the views of other 
members of the public across 
England and Scotland, thanks to 
the National Highways and 
Transport Public Satisfaction sur- 
vey. 

Lancashire County Council is 
one of 111 local authorities to 
sign up to a standardised survey 
that will ask members of the 
public exactly the same ques- 
tions, whether they live in 
Lancashire, Leeds or Luton.

late-October 2021. Since the survey is based on a 
sample, residents that receive a copy are being 
urged to take part. 

Residents that receive the questionnaire can 
complete the survey online if they prefer, a short 
URL link will be printed on the front of the ques- 
tionnaire and they will be required to enter a 
code before completing the questionnaire. 

County Councillor Charlie Edwards, cabinet 
member for highways and transport at Lan- 
cashire County Council said: “The results will 
enable us to find out what people in Lancashire 
think about these important services and assess 
how we are performing. 

“It gives the public an opportunity to say which 
services they think the county council should pri- 
oritise, and improve. 

“We are always looking for ways to improve our 
service and last year we made marked improve- 
ments to reduce the impact of our 
work on the environment. This 
includes installing 20,800 new Salix 
LED lanterns on streetlights to 
reduce our energy consumption by 
£1m a year. 

“We also recycled 19,000 tonnes of 
waste asphalt while resurfacing Lan- 
cashire’s roads and saved 1,139 
tonnes of CO2 by introducing a deep 
in-situ recycling process and shifting 
to warm-mix asphalt. 

“Despite this progress, we are keen 
to deliver an even better service and 
so we are urging those who are 
selected to take part in the survey to 
complete it. The results will enable the authorit- 
ies involved to identify areas of best practice and 
spot national, regional and local trends. 

“This is not about producing a league table to 
champion one geographical area over another, it 
is about understanding customer views better 
and using the feedback from the survey to 
improve our service to Lancashire residents.”
